Next thing you know, the feds 
told their local prosecutors to back off again. Bottom line? Medical marijuana is 
making a comeback, and we're proud to be a part of that story.

ON JULY 13 AND 14, 2013, STONERS ACROSS SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA FLOCKED TO 

the Anaheim Convention Center for the Kush Expo, a $20-per-ticket pot-stravaganza of all things 
cannabis. Vendors displayed their wares—everything from bongs and hookahs to hydroponic 
growing equipment and nutrients—and doctors were there to write medical-marijuana 
recommendations for folks in the mood to smoke weed in the tented "medication area." There 
was even a "hot girl" contest for patients with presumably sore eyes. 



But don't let this event lead you to believe that 
Anaheim is pot-friendly. Despite allowing the 
Kush Expo to operate annually since 2010, the 
city banned medical-marijuana dispensaries in 
2007 and has extended the prohibition every 


U.S. Drug Enforcement Administration (DEA) 
to help crack down on pot clubs. In August 
of that year, the DEA sent threatening letters 
to dozens of landlords and filed three asset-

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forfeiture lawsuits, including one against the 
owner of a $1.5 million building on Ball Road. 

As it happens, the building owners are 
the kind of clients defense attorneys love to 
represent: law-abiding citizens. Specifically, 
they are married, in their late middle age and 
from Irvine. The wife is a dentist; the husband 
a computer engineer who holds a government 
security clearance, which is why the latter 
asked to remain anonymous. Although he feels 
he has done nothing wrong, he explains, even 
being accused of allowing his property to be 
used to break the law is embarrassing to him. 

According to the engineer, he and his wife 
purchased the Anaheim building, which has 
suites for up to 12 offices, in 2003 and her 
dental practice was located there. (She has 
since relocated her office to Lake Forest.) 
Over the years, they've rented to a variety 
of tenants, from insurance companies to an 
immigration service. In 2009, Deputy Attorney 
General David Ogden, presumably speaking 


on behalf of the newly inaugurated Barack 
Obama, issued the so-called Ogden memo, 
instructing federal prosecutors to not target 
medical-marijuana patients. California saw an 
immediate explosion of cannabis dispensaries. 
Anaheim was no exception, and the engineer 
quickly found himself fielding offers from 
marijuana collectives. 

Because of the Ogden memo, because 
medical marijuana was legal under state 
law, and because his tenants held business 
permits from the city, he figured he wasn't 
doing anything illegal. "I am a law-abiding 
citizen," he says. "I didn't think I was doing 
anything wrong." 

In its effort to seize his building, however, 
the DEA alleges otherwise, although it is 
clear from reading the agency's complaint it 
conducted absolutely no investigation itself, 
but rather relied on information provided by 
the Anaheim Police Department, which had 
conducted an undercover operation targeting

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the building. The investigation began—where 
else?—on Weedmaps, on which, according to 
the complaint, a pot club call Remedy Tree was 
located at the building and began advertising 
in December 2010. 

"Happy New Year my fellow potheads!!!" 
Weedmaps reviewer Filiblunt420 wrote on 
the website on Jan. 1, 2011. "Man, Remedy 
Tree gots it goin on [sic]. ... I picked up some 
Platinum Kush, some Blackberry and they 
hooked me up with some Plain Wreck!! I just

toked on a gram of each and every hit was 
an adventure!! I am SO LIFTED right now . . . 
even as I am typing this review." 

The landlord later evicted the club, but on 
June 11,2011, he began renting to a club called 
ReLeaf Health & Wellness. Once again, the 
Anaheim police "investigated" the "criminal 
activity" allegedly taking place there simply by 
reading stoner reviews on Weedmaps, taking 
particular notice of the fact that the club offered 
a pot strain called "Snoop OG." On Dec. 2, 
2011, an undercover officer posing as a patient 
with a legitimate doctor's recommendation for 
cannabis—something required of all entrants 
to the collective—"purchased 4.2 net grams 
of marijuana for $37." 

The investigation ended there, but the single 
sale—and a sale it was, since most pot goes 
for $50 or $60 per eighth of an ounce—was 
enough evidence for the DEA to argue that 
the otherwise-harmless computer engineer 
and dentist should lose their retirement- 
investment property. On Aug. 20, 2012, the 
agency filed its lawsuit. According to the 


landlord, he immediately ordered ReLeaf to 
leave the building, serving it with a three- 
day eviction notice; the club complied and 
left posthaste. 

The landlord then sent certified letters 
to both the feds and the city of Anaheim, 
notifying them of his actions and requesting 
the government not seize his property. "I had 
no idea the tenant may allegedly be engaged 
in illegal activities at this location," he wrote. 
"I hope we do not have to go through legal 
procedures to ... lift the lis pendens [pending 
lawsuits] filed against my property. My intent 
is to save the judge's valuable time, court time 
and taxpayers' money being used unjustly." 

But the DEA refused to save time or 
money and drop the case, a fact that seemed 
to surprise the federal judge handling the 
case, U.S. District Court Judge Andrew J. 
Guilford. In a Dec. 3, 2012, hearing, Guilford 
repeatedly referred to inconsistencies in the 
federal government's policy on marijuana— 
first signaling (via the Ogden memo) that it 
wasn't going after medical-marijuana clubs, 
then cracking down and sending threatening 
letters to landlords. He even wondered aloud if 
President Obama would change his mind about 
marijuana again, after the DEA had already 
seized the building at issue in the case. 

"Do you intend to carry this all the way 
through forfeiture?" Guilford asked U.S. 
Attorney Greg Parham. 


"Yes, absolutely, your honor," Parham 
responded.

Guilford then asked Parham whether, 
assuming the DEA felt it necessary to threaten 
landlords, he was certain he'd chosen the right 
landlord to threaten. 

"Don't you think in this world of change and 
whatever, progress or regress, depending on 
your point of view, this is the exact case that 
you don't want presented as a test case on 
the interaction of federal and state [law] and 
medical and dispensaries and forfeiture?" 
Guilford asked. "[Y]ou know, a poor dentist 
has to turn over a whole bunch of money just 
because they maybe were relying on what 
they had heard federal agents say?" 

The lawyer for the engineer and dentist who 
may be in the process of losing their nest egg 
is Matthew Pappas. He also represents several 
former patients of ReLeaf Health & Wellness, 
including Marla James, a wheelchair-bound 
amputee who smokes marijuana to relieve 
chronic pain, in a lawsuit against Anaheim 
for violating California's Disabled Persons 
Act by calling in the feds to crack down on 
cannabis clubs. "The only evidence in this 
case is a $37 purchase of medical marijuana 
and an anonymous comment on a website 
that anybody could have written," Pappas 
says. "For this, they want to take a $1.5 
million building." 

Although it's not the city threatening to 
take away the engineer's building, the city did 
provide the DEA with the "evidence" against 
him, and then invited the feds to threaten him. 
"The question I have is if the city of Anaheim 
authorizes the Anaheim Convention Center 
to promote medical-marijuana dispensaries 
in the happiest place on earth, how is that 
not a double standard?" Pappas' client asks. 
"And if it's so bad, why doesn't the federal 
government raid the Anaheim Convention 
Center? They have no right to come in and 
tell me I can't do this if they are promoting 
it themselves."

in return for confiscating property under federal asset forfeiture laws, which unlike similar state 
laws allow local police to seize property from drug suspects without a conviction in a court of law. 

This whopping sum is spelled out in an eight-page Anaheim Police Department Special 
Operations Division Asset Forfeiture budget report obtained by the Weekly which was released 
by the city in response to a court motion for discovery material in a case involving a landlord 
whose building the U.S. Drug Enforcement Administration (DEA) hopes to seize thanks to a $37 
medical marijuana sale. 


The fact that the city has been so handsomely 
reimbursed by the feds for helping crack down 
on medical marijuana dispensaries in Anaheim 
brings added irony to the bizarre state of 
affairs in that city, which of course has 
also profited nicely from hosting the Kush 
Expo at the city's convention center each 
year since 2010. 

"California cities have no incentive to 
follow state law or to even think about 
seriously ill and disabled patients when 
the federal government holds millions 
of dollars of forfeiture money in front 
of them like a carrot," says Matthew 
Pappas, who represents Tony Jalali, the 
aforementioned landlord. 

While the budget document shows 
that the city received 152 payments 
between January 2008 and June 2013, 
the details of each check paid to the 
city remain a mystery because this 
information was blacked out. It's

therefore unclear how many of the payments 
involve medical marijuana-related seizures, 
as well as how much, if any, property was 
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returned to defendants. 

But Pappas noted that this week, Anaheim 
announced it was banning all medical- 
marijuana delivery services operating within 
the city-something that would potentially open 
up a new line of drug-war profits, assuming the 
city plans to confiscate cars or other vehicles 
being used by mobile dispensaries. 

"By criminalizing medical cannabis delivery 
services under their local laws, cities including 
Anaheim and Riverside have found a way now 
to forfeit the vehicles of patients and patient 
caregivers," he argues. "It is disingenuous for 
them to deem patient collectives nuisances 
and then pass laws against delivery services. 
With their federal friends in the DEA and U.S. 
Attorney's office, they can thwart patients and 
state voters with the added benefit of stealing 
millions of dollars from landowners, patients, 
and even patient family members." 

Given the disconnect between drug 


seizures and Kush Expo hospitality, one 
could be forgiven for thinking that Anaheim 
city officials want the public to believe that 
their medical marijuana policy goes like this: 
Unless you prefer to smoke your marijuana in 
a "medication tent" surrounded by hot, overly 
tattooed young women in bikinis, you risk being 
raided, arrested and losing all your property. 

Pappas says he's unconvinced that city 
officials really want cannabis clubs to 
disappear completely, though. 

"Make no mistake," he says. "They want 
people opening collectives and doing delivery 
services-otherwise, they don't have the 
massive income from the forfeitures. The Kush 
Expo helps get folks to "bite," start a collective 
in what appears to be friendly Anaheim, and 
then have it all taken away about two or three 
months in-they give it a bit of time to let 
things build up so they can get a hefty haul. 
Nice government." 
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Despite the federal government's crackdown on California's medical marijuana industry, top 
Justice Department officials including Attorney General Eric Holder have repeatedly stated that 
raiding dispensaries is not their "top priority" and that they are more interested in going after 
"organized crime" and "large-scale traffickers." 


On July 28, 2013, U.S. Attorney 
Andre Birotte Jr., who 
represents the Central 
District of California, 
repeated that claim 
in a television 
interview. "We 
have been 
consistent as 
it relates to 
targeting those 
dispensaries that 
we think violate 
not only federal 
but state law 
as well," he insisted. 

Internal U.S. Attorney's 
office emails obtained by 
the Weekly, however, reveal 
what already seems obvious: the Obama 
administration's real plan is to completely 
eradicate all marijuana dispensaries in 
California-regardless of whether the targeted 
cannabis collectives are complying with 
state law. 


In one e-mail, Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Greg Parham-the 
same prosecutor who is 
threatening to seize a 
$1.5 million building in 
Anaheim from 
a computer 
engineer and his 
dentist wife over 
a $37 pot sale- 
bragged about his 
office's zeal 
in eradicating 
all dispensaries. 
"My old pal, Jay 
Williams, called me again this 
afternoon," Parham wrote in 
an Aug. 28, 2012 e-mail. "As 
you probably recall, Williams is 
the potential operator for the MJ store 
that was due to open at the above location 
[in Anaheim], Williams told me that he had 
talked with a couple of lawyers and they told 
him that if he followed the letter of the law 
'110%' then he had nothing to worry about. I 
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told Williams that the lawyers lied to him and 
completely disregarded Federal law. Williams 
was again advised that we are enforcing 
Federal law in this district and that all stores in 
our jurisdiction will be shut down." 

According to Parham, Williams asked whether 
he could relocate to either Garden Grove or 
Santa Ana. "I made it clear that there was not 
a city in the area that he could safely move to," 
Parham wrote. "Keep your eyes open for Mr. 
Williams (if that is his true name). It seems like 
he is really conflicted about staying in the game." 

In a June 13, 2013 e-mail, Assistant U.S. 
Attorney David Kowal took delight in the 
California Supreme Court's ruling earlier this 
year that upheld the right of cities to ban 
dispensaries. "The Cal SCT decision has 
really had a positive impact," Kowal wrote. "In 
addition to closing the final stores in Anaheim, 
I just spoke to Garden Grove and they inform 
that they were able to shut down 50+ stores in 
a few weeks and are down to zero. Still some 
in Santa Ana and a handful of other stragglers, 
but SA [Special Agent] Mertus will see to that 
soon enough." 

Some of the most recent e-mails obtained 
by the Weekly show that federal prosecutors 
viewed as cause for celebration complaints 
from landlords and collectives who worried 
about sick people not being able to get access 
to their medicine. In a May 28, 2013 e-mail, 
Parham revels in the news that a landlord, 
whose surname is Kinney had authorized 
eviction of a marijuana collective. "Kinney 
talked to the tenant today and he said he felt 
terrible for all the sick people who were unable 
to get their medicine," Parham wrote. 

In a separate e-mail sent to Parham just five 
minutes earlier, one of Parham's colleagues, 
Sandra Sagert, expressed glee over the 
eviction. "[H]opefully we can resolve soon so 
we can celebrate!," Sagert wrote. "Plas been a 
little over a year since we started....:)"

Jalali, who is represented by both 
Matthew Pappas and the Washington, D.C.- 
based Institute for Justice, had refused to 
agree to those terms. In the deal reached 
today, the feds have dropped all conditions 
except one: that Jalali not demand that 
the U.S. government pay his attorney's 
fees. Even more importantly, the feds have 
dropped the case with prejudice, meaning 
that they cannot threaten to seize his 
property again. 

"Therewill be no refiling of these actions," 
Pappas said, adding that he believes the 
deal was reached thanks to the Obama 
Administration's recent ratcheting down 
on the war on marijuana, both medical and 
recreational, which suddenly highlighted 
the incongruous attacks on citizen and 
patient rights being carried out by the U.S. 
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attorney's office in Southern California. 

"It's pretty amazing for them to come up 
and dismiss the cases, pretty unusual," Pappas 
remarked. "I think it's a major victory for patients, 
[and] for citizens in general."

SO MUCH FOR THE POTPOCALYPSE: ORANGE COUNTY BOASTS NOT ONE BUT TWO 

of the 10 "highest" cities in America. 

This surprising news comes courtesy of the real estate blog Movato.com, which ranked cities 
based on criteria including the number of dispensaries, head shops, "medical pot cards" as well 
as whether the state where they are located has legalized recreational or medical marijuana. 

But are the two towns-Santa Ana and Irvine-that made the OC list really so pot-friendly? 
Here's what Movato says about Santa Ana and Irvine, which respectively ranked sixth and 
seventh on the list: 


Santa Ana placed seventh overall in terms 
of per-capita dispensaries, having one for 
every 8,903 residents. It also managed a 
second-place finish for head shops, with one 
of those for every 10,981 folks who live in the 
city. It didn't earn any points for pot festivals 
and events, since it doesn't have any actually 
based within its city limits. Sorry, folks, we're 
pretty picky about our data. 

Proving that pot smokers come from every 
walk of life, the uber-affluent Orange County 
city of Irvine found its way into our top 10. Its 
placing had more to do with per-capita head 
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shops than dispensaries, though; it has one 
place to purchase paraphernalia for every 
15,395 residents, vs. one dispensary for every 
43,106 people who call it home. Like pretty 
much every city in California, Irvine tied for 
fifth place in terms of medical marijuana card 
holders. Just shy of 1.5 percent of the people 
who live there have one. 

So how do Movato's rankings square 
with reality? 

Santa Ana, like its neighbor Anaheim, is one 
of the last places in Orange County where 
you can find actual walk-in dispensaries. But 
the city has banned them, and the DEA has 
conducted raids at those who have defied the 
ban, causing some to switch to deliveries only 
or move elsewhere. Moreover, as the Weekly 
reported late last year, the city sent letters 
to the remaining clubs, threatening them with 
fines if they didn't leave town. 

And Irvine? Pot-friendly? Unless we're 
missing something, there's not a single 
dispensary in the entire city. Sure, according 
to Weedmaps, there are several delivery 
services that service the Irvine/Tustin area, but 
it's hard to see how the town merited a "20" 
ranking on Movato's dispensary proliferation 
chart. According to the blog's chart, Irvine got 
a big bump from having so many head shops, 
something else that's news to us, seeing 
how there's only a handful of them there 
according to Yelp.
